THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER GEN- 


BBAL HAZEN, in his report on the ef- 
fect of the reduction of letter post- 
age from three to two cents, says. 


The results of 2 cent postage have 


more than realized the most sanguine 
expectations of its warmest advo- 
cates. 
By the act of March 3, 1885, 


the unit of weight on letters is in- 
creased from half an ounce to one 
ounce, to take effect on the fi-st of 
July next, and we shall then.have in 
this country literally tb.9 "penny 
postage" of Grett Britain, the nnit 
of weight being one ounce in that 
country and the English penny be- 
ing tho equivalent of 2 cents of our 
currency. A substantial advantage 
in favor of our people is, however, to 
be found in the much greater ex- 
panse of territory over which letters 
may be conveyed at the same charge 
as in Great Britain. 
The increase 


of the nnit of weight, beside being a 
convenience to the public, will, I am 
satisfied, prove beneficial to the de- 
partment as a revenue measure. Un- 
less the statistics aro at fault, it will 
not be likely to materially increase 
the average weight of loiters sant 
through the mails, and it will un- 
doubtedly induce the sending under 
seal at letter rates of a large class of 
valuable matter now sent in wrapped 
parcels at the cheaper rates now 
charged on fourth-class matter. 


WHEN the Kussians drove the Af- 


ghans from Pul-i-khisti and Penjdeh 
the latter retreated to Meruchak, the 
principal town in the Penjdeh oasis. 
The Russian theory of the Penjdeh 
afi'air was that the Afghans loft their 
position at Ak-tepe, near the junc- 
tion of the Knsch and Murghab riv- 
ers, crossed the Kusch Kiver to Pul- 
i-khisti, and demonstrated against 
the Kussian camp to the north. 
General KomaroiT asked that tbe 
force retire across the Kusch Kiver, 
end when tbis was refused he at- 
tacked the Afghans at Pul i-khibti, 
drove them QCIOSS the Kusch River, 
and 
pursued 
them 
to 
1'enjdeh. 


When the Afghans retreated to Mer- 
uchak, conceded to be in Afghan ter- 
ritory, the Russians retired from the 
PeDJdeh oasis to the west side uf tbe 
Kubdi River. 


The English theory of tha Peaj 


dob affair was that the Russians 
found a pretext to drive the Afghans 
out of Penjdeh preparatory to a 
march on Herat by way of ileruchak 
and Knsch. 
If the reported occupa- 


tion of Meruchak is confirmed, the 
Britibh theoiy will be sustained, and 
the Russian advance will bo regard 
ed as a virtual declaration of war. 
If the Lessar boundary line is fixed 
upon, the Russians at Mprnchak 
w'ould still be in Turkestan territory.
